(Paragraph Three Only) 

If there were an attack on a U-2 by a SAM site, we should 
probably assume that this is a deliberate Soviet decision. 
In this case, we should arrange for a message from the 
President to Khrushchev to be delivered es near -as; possible 
simultaneously with an attack on the SAM cite concerned. 
The message to Khrushchev would explain the vital necessity 
of continuing aerial reconnaissance pending establishment of 
other arrangement, would refer to Kuznetsov's statement 
that all anti-aircraft in Cuba is in Cuban hands, and state 
that the action taken would be limited to that necessary to 
enable us to continue surveillance. In both cases, the OAS 
would be informed of our intended action as far in advance 
as possible, without request for an endorsement. It might 


be [ ? ] to inform the Secretary General of the United 
Nations of our action and the reason for it. 

At the time our action was taken, we might approach allied 
and friendly governments in an effort to prevent all ship- 
ments to Cuba, but we should not get ourselves in position 
where we would have to stop Soviet ships at this stage. The 
Soviets are already feeling the burden of economic aid to 
Cuba and action on our part to increase that burden would 
have a considerable effect.
